WASHINGTON (U PI) - T h e 
Federal Communications Commis­ 
sion today proposed new leg sla- 
tion which would make "payola 
and deceptive broadcasting prac­ 
tices, such as rigged quiz shows, 
a crim in al'offense. 
The 
FCC 
proposal 
was 
an­ 
nounced 
shortly after 
President 
Eisenhower, at his news confer­ 
ence, condemned 
"payola" as an 
abuse of public morality. 
"P a y o la ," currently the topic of 
a congressional investigation, is a 
term for side payments to broad­ 
casters for plugging phonograph 
records 
or 
other 
unsponsored 
products. 
The 
FCC 
proposals 
would 
amend the U.S. code to provide 
fines up to $5,000 or one year iii 
prison or both for persons engag­ 
ing 
in 
‘ payola'' 
and 
deceptive 
broadcasting practices, 
The 
recommendations 
were a 
follow-up of Atty. 
Gen. William 
P. Rogers' report to the President 
on recently - disclosed evils in the 
broadcast industry, 
The commission said the abuses 
had 
led 
to "widespread disillu­ 
sionment on the part of the view­ 
ing public." It said that at pres­ 
ent "the commission has no jur­ 
isdiction over the employes of a 
broadcast station with respect to 
th;s type of activity, nor does it 
appear that such jurisdiction is 
w arranted/* 
It said the "the imposition of a 
crim inal penalty would appear to 
be an effective manner of dealing 
with this practice." 
Existing law makes it a crim e 
for a radio or TV stat on to plug 
records or other products without 
identifying the sponsor. 
Tho FCC’.s proposed legislation 
would extend the law 
to cover 
disc jockeys and advertisers or 
record distributors making under­ 
cover payments.

Stroud said that wherever h< 
went on the island, in the densest 
of jungle clearings as well as in 
the coastal cities, 
every 
house 
was provided with electricity and 
running water. Moreover, Stroud 
added

homes, 
how'ever 
small and 
slightly 
constructed, 
were kept spotlessly clean. 
Granted that not all of the is­ 
landers settled on the mainland 
are slovenly in their housekeep­ 
ing habits, Stroud admitted that 
his over-all impressions 
of 
the 
transplanted workers’ housekeep­ 
ing habits were not as favorable 
as those ho saw on his trip. He 
ventured the opinion that pride o f’ 


ownership probably plays a large 
part in the turnabout.
